*Our manifesto has got a ton of bold ideas 
and it represents a clear plan to deliver a 
more secure future for the country. 

“That starts with cutting tax for people in 
work, cutting taxes for the self-employed, 
cutting taxes for pensioners, cutting taxes for 
people buying their first home and cutting 
taxes for families. 

“In contrast, the Labour manifesto con- 
tains no big ideas and makes it crystal clear 
that the tax burden is rising to the highest 
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level in our country’s history. That’s not me 
saying that. You’ve got multiple other inde- 
pendent people calculating that. So that’s the 
choice that has been made clear this week. 

“I’m going to spend every day of this cam- 
paign making sure the country understands 
that choice and fighting very hard. 

“I don't want to see ordinary families 
being saddled with £2,000 worth of higher 
taxes. I don't think that delivers any security 
for anyone.” 

The Conservatives believe Labour's plans 
suggest the tax burden will rise to 37.4% of 
national income. 

Sir Keir launched his party's manifesto at 
Co-op's headquarters in Manchester 
flanked by his Shadow Cabinet.

NIGEL Farage’s party were ahead of the 
Conservatives, a poll last night revealed. 

A YouGov survey found Reform has increased 
support by two points to 19% with the Tories on 
1876. Conservative strategists will be particularly 
concerned because it was carried out after Rishi 
Sunak launched his party's manifesto on Tuesday. 

It is the first time a poll has shown Reform 
ahead of the Tories 

Nigel Farage boldly claimed Reform UK was 
now the “challengers to Labour". 

Anthony Wells, head of European political and 
social research at YouGov, said: “Obviously all 
polls have a margin of error, so we can’t conclude 
for certain that more voters now back Nigel 
Farage’s party over the Conservatives. 

“But what it does make clear is that at the very 
least the Conservatives and Reform are at a simi- 
lar level of support to each other. That in itself is 
remarkable given how close we are to an election 
when we might otherwise have expected smaller 
parties’ votes to be squeezed.” 

Overall Labour retained a 19-point lead over 
the Conservatives, while the Liberal Democrats 
were down one point at 14%.

Labour plans re-entry 
to EU, claims Mordaunt 


CABINET Minister Penny Mordaunt 
said Labour would take Britain back 
into the EU by the back door in a 
heated election debate last night. 

Leaders of the four smaller parties 
admitted they all wanted to rejoin the 
bloc as they clashed over Brexit. 

On ITV last night, Labour's deputy 
leader Angela Rayner pledged her 
party would not seek to return the 
UK to the bloc — hours after Sir Keir 
Starmer vowed to do "anything" to 
make travel into the union easier.

RISHI Sunak yesterday warned 
tyrant Vladimir Putin he won't be 
able to outlast the Western alliance 
— as he hailed a “game-changing” 
£40million boost for Ukraine at 
the G7 summit. 

The massive loan will be used 


to help rebuild the war-ravaged 
nation, paid for by using Russian 
assets frozen following the 2022 
Kremlin-backed invasion. 

The Prime Minister said Britain 
had led the way in securing the 
deal, announced last night. 

He said the *unprecedented and 
complex" package had been two 
years in the making and would 
help thwart Putin's invaders. 

Speaking to reporters at the 
two-day summit in Puglia, Italy, 
Mr Sunak said: “What we're 
announcing is a game-changing 
package of support for Ukraine 
that will be funded from the G7. 

“And it will be funded by the 
profits on the seized Russian assets. 

“Its fantastic news. It's some- 
thing that I, personally, and the UK 
have been leading on and champi- 
oning for some time now. 

*So to get it over the line is 
obviously great news. 

“And it just demonstrates the 
G7 is completely united in doing 
whatever it can and whatever it 
takes to support Ukraine to defend 
against Russian aggression. 


Sanctions 


“The money is provided by the 
G7 as a loan and then secured 
against the profits of the assets that 
have been immobilised." 

Leaders from the US, France, 


Germany, Canada, Italy, Japan and 
the EU all backed the loan, which 
was officially announced by Italian 
Prime Minister Giorgia Meloni. 

Earlier, Mr Sunak and Western 
allies hit the Kremlin with 50 more 
sanctions to degrade Putin's war 
machine. 

New targets include ships in the 
despot's shadow fleet, institutions 
at the heart of Russia's financial 
system and suppliers supporting its 
military production. 

The PM had already announced 
a new £242million assistance pack- 
age to Ukraine, to support immedi- 
ate humanitarian, energy and sta- 
bilisation needs. 

At the start of the summit, he 
joined Ms Meloni, US President 
Joe Biden, French President 
Emmanuel Macron, EU leader 
Ursula von der Leyen, German 
Chancellor Olaf Scholz, Canadian 
PM Justin Trudeau and Japanese 
Prime Minister Fumio Kishida at 
the Borgo Egnazia resort for the 
“family photo” of leaders. 

Mr Sunak also met Ukraine 
President Volodymyr Zelen- 
sky at the event. 

He also said he had a “very 
good meeting” with Mr 
Macron but dodged questions 
about whether he had apolo- 
gised for leaving last week’s 
D-Day events early. 

The UK and G7 leaders 
have been clear that Russia 
must pay for the damage it 
is causing Ukraine. 

Russia’s oil exports are 
Putin’s most critical reve- 


nue source for funding his illegal 
war. Tax on oil production 
collected by the Kremlin in 
2023 amounted to 8.9 trillion 
roubles — 31% of Russia's total 
federal revenues. 

The new sanctions aim to 
disrupt and increase the costs 
of Russia's efforts to bypass 
UK and G7 sanctions through 
its shadow fleet. 

They also target suppliers 
of munitions, machine 
tools, microelectronics, 
and logistics to Russia’s

More than 145,000 people have reached Italy 
by sea so far this year, a sharp increase on the 
88,000 the previous year. 

In the UK, more than 10,000 crossed the 
Channel in small boats by the end of May - a 
record for the time of year. Nearly 30,000 
crossed last year. 

Illegal migration will come under scrutiny at 
the two-day summit. 

It is also a chance to amplify Mr Sunak's prime 
ministerial credentials to divert attention from his 
decision to leave the D-Day events early. 

The two priorities at the summit, also being 
attended by US President Joe Biden and France's 
Emmanuel Macron, will be to support Kyiv and 
to secure peace in the Middle East.

Zelensky raps Russian

FURIOUS Volodymr Zelensky 
yesterday branded Russia a 
nation of “terrorists” after a 
missile killed at least nine 
people and wounded 29 in his 
home city. 

Officials said five children 
were among the injured in 
Kryvyi Rih, with four people 
reported missing.

Terrorism arrests 
rocket by quarter 


MORE than 200 people were arrested for 
terrorism-related activity in Britain — up 
23% compared with the previous year. 

And at the end of March, there were 
almost 250 people in custody for terror 
offences, which is a record high. 

Home Office data shows there were 212 
arrests in the year ending March 31, 2024, 
an increase of 40. 

The rise also represents an 8% spike of 
the latest five-year average of 196. 


Extremist 


Of those arrested 44% were aged 30 and 
over, while 19% were aged 17 and under. 

There were 27 females arrested, a rise of 
15 compared with the previous year. 

In total, 62 were charged with terror 
offences, six charged with other offences, 91 
were bailed to return and released under 
investigation, 40 were released without 
charge, 12 faced alternative action such as a

caution or being recalled to prison, and in 
one case, a decision is pending. As of March 
31, 2024, there were 246 persons in custody 
for terrorism-connected offences in Britain, 
the joint highest number since comparable 
records began in 2020. 

Of those in custody, 63% held extremist 
Islamic views, 28% had extreme Right-wing 
ideologies and a further 9% were 
categorised as holding “other ideologies”. 

Decisions on arrests are an operational 
matter for police, who said numerous fac- 
tors may combine to increase or decrease 
numbers — for instance, an arrest operation 
involving a high number of individuals 
could cause a large spike in the data. 

The UK national threat level, set by the 
Joint Terrorism Analysis Centre, the UK's 
independent centre for analysis and 
assessment, is currently at "substantial", 
meaning an attack is likely.

Coates, 65, who was the killer's third victim 
when he was ambushed while on his way to 
work in the early hours of June 13 last year, 
also joined the vigil. 

Yesterday Emma revealed she believes 
her son and Grace had been *an item" 
when they were killed. 

Their vigil saw bouquets laid on the city's 
Ilkestone Road, yards from where the 
students lived, before a memorial ceremony 
at Nottingham University and Huntingdon 
Academy in St Ann's, where Ian 
worked. They were joined by rela- 
tives and friends from the city 
university, Grace’s former 
school and hockey club 
in London and Barnaby’s 
school and cricket club in 
Taunton, Somerset. 

Grace’s dad Sanjoy fought 
back tears as he recalled how 
his “hero” daughter “fought 
valiantly” during the attack 
and “chose friendship over 
fear” as she tried to protect 
Barnaby. He told mourners: “She 
was brave and she was beautiful.” 

The GP recalled how Grace’s life was 
focused on three things: trying to become a 
doctor, playing hockey and socialising

Men might chuckle 
when they notice that they are suddenly 
excited about having a shed or take delight 
in puns, but Britain needs a new generation 
of the legends who cared for millions of us 
with sacrificial dedication. 
Dad jokes may make the nation groan but 
these men deserve every hug they get. 


HAT a shame Sir 
Keir Starmer could 
not bring himself to 
thank Liz Truss for 
inspiring his elec- 
tion manifesto. 
Growth, he told us while 
launching the document in 
Manchester yesterday, will be 
his government's number one 
priority — just as “growth, 
growth, growth" was intended 
to be the former Prime 
Minister's preoccupation. 

Both are right, in that much 
of what is wrong in Britain at 
the moment can be traced back 
to low economic growth. 

The economy never properly 
recovered from the financial 
crash of 2008/09 and, since the 
pandemic, growth has been 
anaemic at best. Take away pop- 
ulation growth and Britain's 
GDP per capita remains smaller 
now than before the pandemic. 

Without economic growth, 
we cannot have sustained rises 
in real wages, nor maintain pub- 
lic services in the long term. If 
we try to pay ourselves more 
without producing more, all we 
will do is generate inflation. 

Having correctly identified 
the problem Truss, of course, 
quickly ran into trouble when 
her Chancellor Kwasi Kwarteng 
delivered a tax-cutting budget 
while making an open-ended 
commitment to subsidise every- 
one's energy bills following the 
invasion of Ukraine. 

But does Starmer have any 
better ideas on how to stimu- 
late economic growth? 


F HE does, he isn't sharing 

them with us. There is pre- 

cious little in Labours 
manifesto to suggest Britain 
will soon be enjoying a Starmer 
boom. On the contrary, most of 
it appears calculated to thwart 
business and wealth creation. 

It is certainly not going to be 
boom time in the North Sea. 
Labour says it will beef up 
windfall taxes on the sector — 
even though the windfalls of 
2022 are history now oil and 
gas prices have fallen. Labour 
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says, too, it will refuse new oil 
and gas licences, despite admit- 
ting we will need oil and gas for 
decades to come, even if we do 
transition to clean energy. 

Labour’s policies will merely 
make Britain more dependent 
on energy imports, worsening 
our balance of payments and 
acting as a drag anchor on the 
whole economy. 

Then there is trade union leg- 
islation. Labour wants to make 
it easier to call strikes and to 
repeal the Conservatives law 
demanding minimum service 
levels in the public services on 
strike days. That is likely to

ET Labour’s projected 
spending on green 
energy has mysteri- 
ously fallen from the £28billion 
a year it was recently promising 
to just £1.7billion. How is it 
planning to fund its project at a 
fraction of the original cost? If 
the burden doesn't fall on tax- 
payers it will fall on energy cus- 
tomers, pushing bills higher and 
making our industry even more 
uncompetitive than high energy 
prices have already rendered it. 
Labour promises it won't let 
borrowing run out of control as 
previous Labour governments 
have done. The economy will 
run on the principle of *securo- 
nomics". This seems to mean 
that spending will be kept 
under control so that national 
debt must be falling as a share 
of the economy by the fifth year 
of a Labour government. Fair 
enough, if that is what a 
Starmer government sticks to. 
Yet when David Cameron 
budgeted to bring state borrow- 
ing down, Labour damned it as 
“austerity” — a claim which 
Starmer repeated yesterday. 
Sorry, but I don't believe a 
word of it. In fact, I have a fore- 
boding that as soon as global 
investors start to digest Rachel 
Reeves’ first budget they won’t 
like it much more than Kwasi 
Kwarteng’s plan. It is one thing 
promising growth and low 
taxes, but if your manifesto 
points in the opposite direction 
you will not fool the markets. 
Prepare for a bumpy landing 
from Starmer’s flight of fancy. 


FORMIDABLE and furious 

doctor Jane Lees-Millais, 
above, turned up last week at a 
Tory event in Wiltshire, where 
she proceeded to heckle a 
speech by the Prime Minister. 

“The NHS is disintegrating,” 
she cried while pointing an 
accusatory finger at Sunak. But 
instead of heaping all the blame 
on the Government, shouldn’t 
she recognise the role of her 
own profession in deepening 
the crisis in the NHS?

THE POLLS are grim for the

culation. It is little wonder that the 
Tories went on to by far their big- 
gest victory since the war. 

None of the manifestos set out 
this week by the three main parties 
could be described as acts of self- 
sabotage.

Public expend- 
iture is higher than ever, while the 
tax burden is at its heaviest since

Public sector employment is at its 
highest level since 2012. The Civil 
Service alone has taken on around 
100,000 employees in the last eight 
years, while the NHS payroll, 
including doctors and nurses, is up 
15 per cent since the pandemic. 

The key problem, which the 
Tories have done far too little to 
tackle, is that so much of the addi- 
tional money and recruitment is 
wasted on the expansion of bureau- 
cracy rather than the improvement 
of services.

A SURVEY just out from the National Centre 
for Social Research shows disillusion with the 


political process in Britain is at an all-time high. 


According to this study, 79 per cent of voters 
think that Britain’s system of governance needs 
to be improved “quite a lot” or “a great deal”. 

Inevitably, in its report of this study, the BBC 
focused on Brexit and the cost-of-living crisis, 
but one factor not addressed is the competence 


of our political class. Listening to figures such as 
the extraordinarily inarticulate Education 
Secretary Gillian Keegan, the fumbling Chief 
Secretary Laura Trott and the diffident Deputy 
Prime Minister Oliver Dowden, it is not mere 
sentimental nostalgia to believe there has been 
a decline in the calibre of our elected 
representatives.

A MAN who took off his 
condom without asking 
during sex has been 
jailed for over four years 
in one of the first cases 
of its kind to reach a 
British court.

He denied the rape in 
Brixton, South London 
in May last year but was 
convicted and sentenced 
yesterday at Inner 
London Crown Court to 
four years and three 
months in prison.

HOLIDAYMAKERS hit by flooding 
in Spain and the Balearic Islands 
have been warned to brace them- 
selves for more storms. 

The Costa Blanca region and 
Majorca were the hardest hit by 
torrential rain, causing widespread 
disruption including the closure of 
Palma’s airport. 

As tourists headed abroad to 
escape the chilly weather in Britain, 
Spain’s meteorological agency 
yesterday issued further severe 
weather warnings. 

Storms and heavy rain, including 
hailstones, are set to batter the 
region today. 

Yellow weather alerts in place for 
popular tourist hotspots on the 
mainland’s east coast, stretching 
from Valencia to Almeria in the 
south, are likely to swell already 
overflowing rivers. 


Trapped 


A yellow storm alert for Benidorm 
came with the possibility of heavy 
rain put at “100%”. 

Authorities said areas popular 
with British tourists, including 
Benidorm, Alicante and Murcia, 
were the hardest hit. 

In one short period, more than 
two inches of rain fell around the 
city of Murcia, sweeping vehicles 
away as roads were turned into 
raging torrents. 

One trapped driver was cut free 
from his car by rescuers before being 
airlifted to safety by helicopter. 

Locals and tourists were pictured 
ankle-deep in water in the city’s 
main street as they tried to negotiate 
their way to safety while others took 
refuge inside shops. 

Cars and wheelie bins were seen 
floating down streets. 

Tree branches were also reported 


to have fallen onto tram tracks in 
Murcia, while one car was almost 


completely submerged on a 
roundabout. 
Meanwhile, images from Costa 


Blanca showed submerged streets, 
overflowing rivers and fast-moving 
water barrelling across dry fields 
before crashing on to highways. 

Firefighters were said to be 
“working tirelessly”, though many 
roads remained closed.

FREED Israeli hostage Andrey Kozlov 
was brainwashed by his Hamas 
captors into believing no one cared 
about him, his mother said yesterday. 

Yevgenia Kozlov claimed her 
27-year-old son, rescued by Israeli sol- 
diers with three others, was physically 
and psychologically tortured. 

Andrey, who had been working as a 
security guard, was seized from the 
Nova music festival on October 7 
when Hamas murdered 1,200 Israelis. 

For the first two months his hands 
and feet were bound. His captors also 
piled blankets on him in high temper- 
atures and refused to let him use 
the lavatory. 

Yevgenia said: “He said he was 
brainwashed. They told them that 
nobody wants them, that nobody is 
fighting for them." 

Her son's captors tried to convince 
him and other hostages that their fam- 
ilies had moved on and their girl- 
friends were dating other men. She

said: “They said that the Israel 
Defence Forces wants to kill them and 
that this will be the solution for the 
war. So, at the moment when the IDF 
came, Andrey thought that they came 
to kill them.” 

Commandos launched a daylight 
raid in Nuseirat to retrieve four hos- 
tages. Footage showed Israeli soldiers 


shooting their way to an apartment 
block where Andrey, Almog Meir Jan, 
22, and Shlomi Ziv, 41, were being 
held prisoner. 

Along with Noa Argamani, 26, who 
was imprisoned alone in a nearby 
block, they were returned to Israel on 
Saturday. Israeli-Russian Andrey and 
his fellow captives appeared terrified, 


with their hands in the air when the 
IDF arrived. Yevgenia said: “It was 
only after a soldier said to them that 
they love them and they will be fine, 
that they will be safe. It was only after 
these words he believed.” 

“He said that he wanted to touch 
the soldiers, to hold their arms or 
clothes just to feel safe like a baby. He 
said the soldiers were like superheroes 
and that he felt safe, finally.” 

As the squad fought their way out, 
their commander Arnon Zmora, 36, a 
married father of two, was killed. The 
group took refuge in a building before 
a helicopter flew them to safety. 

Yevgenia said she was told: **We 
have some news so please sit down’. 
So I threw down my phone because I 
didn’t want to hear any bad news. And 
then they shouted from the phone, 
“We have good news, please answer!’.” 

While it led to jubilant scenes in 
Israel, it was revealed that nearly 300 
Palestinians were killed — including 
women and children - from airstrikes 
that provided cover for their escape.

Patients’

THE NHS waiting list 
has risen for the first 
time in seven months, 
striking a blow to Rishi 
Sunak’s claims that it 
was coming down. 

Some 6.33 million 
patients were waiting 
for 7.57 million planned 
procedures and 
appointments in April. 

This is up from 6.29 
million waiting for 
7.54 million treatments 
in March. 

When the PM vowed 
to tackle the waiting list 
in January 2023, the 
number of treatments 
stood at 7.21 million. 

During Sky News’ 
Battle For Number 10 
on Wednesday, Mr 
Sunak cited previous 
monthly figures which 
had shown a decline.

But he admitted: 
“We’ve not made as 
much progress on 
cutting waiting lists as I 
would have liked.” 

Dr Sarah Scobie, 
Nuffield Trust acting 
director of research, 
said the data showed 
progress had stalled. 

She added: “NHS 
staff are working 
incredibly hard, but the 
system can’t keep up 
with growing demand.”

THE MOTHER of a baby allegedly 
attacked by killer nurse Lucy Letby 
wiped away tears as she said switching 
off her suffering tot's life support 
machine was the most difficult choice 
she has ever had to make. 

Letby, 34, denies attempting to 
murder the infant by displacing her 
breathing tube at the Countess of 
Chester Hospital's neo-natal unit on 
February 17, 2016. 

Manchester Crown Court heard the 
daughter — known for legal reasons as 
Baby K - was born “extremely 
premature" weighing just 1Ib 8oz. 


Suffering 


But two hours later it is alleged 
Letby was “caught” by a senior 
consultant "virtually red-handed” 
standing over the cot *doing nothing" 
as Baby K's blood oxygen levels 
dipped. The Crown claim Letby 
interfered with Baby  K's 
breathing tube twice more on 
the same shift, to create the 
impression the newborn was 
repeatedly dislodging her 
own tube. 

The jury heard how 
Baby K was later that day 
transported to Wirral’s 
Arrowe Park Hospital and 
died there three days later. 
Baby K’s mother wiped 
away tears as the jury 
were read her state- 
ment. She said at 


Arrowe Park 
lying awake in the early 
hours of February 20 — 
three days after Letby's 
alleged attack on her 
baby — when she had the 
“strangest feeling".

O ONE could have been more sur 
prised than Adrian Dunbar when 
theatre producer Howard Panter 
suggested a meeting with a distin- 
guished Broadway director with a 
view to the Line Of Duty star 
appearing in a blockbuster production of 
Cole Porter's timeless classic Kiss Me, Kate. 

“This would be my first ever West End 
musical," says Dunbar, the surprise still evi- 
dent in his voice. “I’d be putting my toe in 
the water. But l've been singing for a long 
time and I've had music in my veins for a 
long time, too, so that aspect of it isn't new. 

“Getting on the stage, though, and doing a 
big, big musical — well, that is something 
different." 

Nonetheless, the leading man is talking up 
a good show. 

“Tm feeling very excited about it because I 
think we're on to something really good,” he 
says. “It’s going to be so funny and joyful. It's 
just so wonderful coming to work every day." 

It might be a million miles from 
Superintendent Ted Hastings and AC-12 but 
success, Dunbar feels, is guaranteed. 

*Kiss Me, Kate is going to be a spectacle," 
he smiles. “It’s going to be the blockbuster of 
the summer." 

A lot of the credit can be laid at the door 
of Cole Porter. “His music stands the test of 
time because it's so damn good," Dunbar 
continues. “The melodies are beautiful and 
the lyrics wonderful. 

“The songs are well constructed and have 
a good subtext to a back story the audience 
can hang on to. This is classic musical theatre, 
which is why it never goes out of fashion. 

“That said, I think classic musicals really 
are coming back - it's a bit like Brando said, 
‘Nostalgia is the most powerful drug of the 
lot'. So, we're deliberately keeping this pro- 
duction looking like something from the 
period when it was written in the late 40s." 

Certainly, director Bartlett Sher couldn't 
be happier with his unconventional casting 
of the leading man. 

“Pm delighted and thrilled by the choice 
of Adrian," he says. “He has a beautiful 
voice. He has exquisite comic timing. And he 
is, of course, a highly accomplished actor." 

The action revolves around Dunbar’s 
actor/manager Fred Graham trying to keep 
his production of Shakespeare's The Taming 
Of The Shrew more or less in one piece while 
he is at war with his volatile ex-wife, Lilli, 
playing Katharine to his Petruchio. 

Art is imitating life — and vice versa — as 
the opening night approaches. 

Leading Broadway actress Stephanie J 
Block plays Fred's other half. This is her 
musical theatre London debut too, and she 
has not worked with Bart Sher on a major 
show before, either. “It’s a complex piece,” 
she says, “a play within a play that requires 
plenty of singing but plenty of acting, too — 
both Shakespearean and physical. There's a 
lot of stage fighting between me and Fred." 


O, IS she covered in bruises? She 
laughs: *I am. But the magic of thea- 
tre is that, when it happens on stage, 
you don't really notice it. Then, next day in 
the shower, you look down at a big bruise 
and wonder where the heck that came from." 

It was imperative the two should get on 
with each other. 

*We have almost three hours of beating 
each other up and being constantly at each 
other's throats,” says Block. “That madcap 
storytelling would fall flat if we didn’t have 
the greatest respect for one another.” 

Who Bart cast as Fred/Petruchio was cru- 
cial. “Td never come across Adrian before,” 
the 51-year-old admits. 

“We didn’t meet face-to-face until two 
months after I agreed to play Katharine. I 
quickly found him charming, witty, ridicu- 
lous in the very best sense. This is his first 
major musical theatre role but there’s a musi-

cality to him — even in the way he speaks — 
that makes him ideal for the role." 

Even so, how has Dunbar, he of the ice- 
blue eyes and silver kiss curl, come to this 
pretty pass? "I know, he acknowledges. 
*None of this could have happened without 
Line Of Duty.” 

The six series of Jed Mercurio’s iconic TV 
cop drama was a game-changer for Adrian, 
65. Suddenly, the seasoned actor was pro- 
pelled from playing a succession of respected 
roles in small-screen productions to becom- 
ing a bona fide star. 

And life was never to be the same again. 

Yet, he might never have been an actor at 
all. The eldest of seven, he was brought up in 
Enniskillen, Northern Ireland, living through 
the height of the Troubles. 

A boy soprano, he inherited his fine sing- 
ing voice from his mother, Pauline. 

“She was the one who made me fall in love 


with Gilbert and Sullivan,” he says. “She was 
a fabulous soprano and I think she could 
have had a career in the theatre herself. 

“I suppose that’s why she encouraged me 
to do what I ended up doing because she was 
great, sang in the choir all her life, a real 
inspiration to me.” 

In his mid-teens he put together his own 
country-style band, playing the then unfash- 
ionable songbook of Johnny Cash, Hank 
Snow and the like. “The cool kids were into 
punk and new wave. It’s funny that, all these 
years later, people are telling me what a great 
person that Johnny Cash was,” he says. 

He subsequently got a gig on bass and 
backing vocals with Frank Chisum, an Elvis 
Presley impersonator. 

“He was a fabulous singer and a real show- 
man," Dunbar says. “We toured all over 
Ireland and went to New York in 1979. This 
was the chicken-in-a-basket circuit. Back in 
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Dublin, we'd get audiences of up to 800 peo- 
ple. They used to go nuts." 

Then he started helping out at a local ama- 
teur dramatic company. When by chance he 
appeared in one of their productions, he sur- 
prised himself — and those watching him — 
with his natural acting talent. 

Encouraged to apply to drama college, 
Dunbar won a place at the Guildhall School 
of Music & Drama, happy to swap his some- 
times nerve-shredding life in Northern 
Ireland for the altogether more relaxed 
London milieu. 

It was at college that he met actor Neil 

Morrissey, who was to become a life- 

long friend and who proved a wise 

counsel when Line Of Duty 

transformed Dunbar into the 
thinking woman’s totty. The 
success of Men Behaving 
Badly had made it difficult for 
Morrissey to move around 
freely. 

“It was unbelievable going 
out with him but he found a 
way of coping,” Dunbar says. 
“So, when it happened to me, I 
was like, ‘Oh, here we go’. Neil 
showed me you've got to be nice and then 
the public will talk to you." 

None of Dunbar's newfound celebrity cut 
any ice at home, of course. 

Married to Dutch/Australian actress Anna 
Nygh since 1986, he has a daughter, 
Madeleine, and a stepson, Ted, plus a clutch 
of grandchildren. 

"They've no idea who Ted Hastings is,” he 
says. “To them, I'm just Grandpop.” 

For now, though, he must keep focused on 
this, one of the greatest challenges of his 
career. He's rarely off the stage in a break- 
neck production of energy and intricacy. 
Take the dance routines, for instance. 

Its acclaimed choreographer, Anthony Van 
Laast, says: “I’ve almost always worked on 
new shows, not revivals. I was involved in 
the original productions of Mamma Mia!, 
Sister Act and Tina, for instance. But I 
couldn't resist this one. 

*[ wanted to make the dancing muscular, 
physical, to give it a contemporary feel. You 
can see that most clearly in Too Darn Hot." 

Another persuasive reason for Van Laast 
accepting Bart Sher's invitation was the 
inclusion of Charlie Stemp in the cast as 
gambling Bill Calhoun. “I first worked with

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Charlie when he was in the chorus of 
Mamma Mia! and I knew that his was a spe- 
cial talent.” 

He’s since gone on to dazzle audiences 
with his dancing in Half A Sixpence, Mary 
Poppins and Crazy For You. “When I was 
told Charlie was in the show, it was like being 
an artist and given a whole array of new col- 
ours: he’s a truly fabulous dancer.” 

With all the bases covered, Dunbar is qui- 
etly confident he’s part of a copper-bottomed 
hit, saying: “This is one of the best and big- 
gest things I’ve ever done. The audience are 
really going to get their money’s worth.” 

And when it’s all over in September? He’s 
off to the house he owns on the west coast of 
Ireland for a much-needed break. After that? 


IGHT we dare to hope that Line 

Of Duty which, for many people, 

ended somewhat inconclusively, 
be resuscitated for a seventh series? It's not 
up to him, he says, or co-stars Vicky McClure 
and Martin Compston. 

But he's giving away no state secrets by 
revealing they'd all be up for it. “We had 
such fun from start to finish," he says. 

No, the man to ask - and Dunbar wouldn't 
dream of doing so - is its creator, Jed 
Mercurio. In the meantime, there are only a 
handful of previews remaining before Kiss 
Me, Kate opens at London's Barbican Theatre 
next Tuesday. 

*We're still doing minor tweaks before we 
‘freeze’ the piece," adds Stephanie Block. 
But she has little doubt they're on to a win- 
ner — and she couldn't be happier. 

“I don't want to sound pretentious but I 
truly believe musical theatre can have a heal- 
ing quality. These are crazy, troubled times 
so, if we can send an audience home with a 
skip in its step, well, it's job done." 

Dunbar agrees. “We’re going to deliver 
two and a half hours of escapism with Kiss 
Me, Kate. People are going to be able to for- 
get about everything that's going on and 
have a lot of fun. 

*And, when they come out, the world will 
have changed a little bit for the better."

Following Mark Strong's performance in 
Ivo van Hove's groundbreaking production 
nine years ago is a tall order and neither 
West nor director Lindsay Posner attempt 
to draw easy comparisons. 

This uncluttered, traditional 
production comes as a relief in 
the wake of techno-heavy 
shows littering the West End; 
the heavy lifting is done by the 
actors and the story of illegal 
immigrant workers and a fatal 
attraction between Eddie and 
his young niece Catherine (Nia 
Towle, engagingly innocent) 
comes across with the clarity 
of a tolling bell. 

Played out against Peter 
McKintosh's slatted wooden set of a Red 
Hook slum and narrated by lawyer Louis 
(James Gladdon) in the tradition of Greek 
Attic drama, it slides inexorably from robust 
interfamily banter to brutal violence in spite 
of warnings from Eddie's careworn and 
sexually frustrated wife, Beatrice (Kate 
Fleetwood), that his feelings for Catherine 
are inappropriately obsessive. 

With the parallel thread of Eddie illegally 
harbouring Beatrice's Italian cousins Marco

Conceived by screenwriter Michael Nilon during the 
pandemic, Arcadian is a post-apocalyptic survival thriller that 
imagines a deadly virus knocking humans off their pedestals, 
giving birth to gnarled, nocturnal beasts that hunt our 
ravaged species under a cloak of darkness. 

Director Benjamin Brewer's picture unfolds through the 
eyes of a stricken family rallying against the otherworldly 
predators from a fortified farmhouse stronghold. 

The claustrophobic set-up is eerily reminiscent of the 2017 
psychological horror It Comes At Night starring Joel 
Edgerton, and the climactic scenes in A Quiet Place. However, 
Brewer stages his slick set pieces with the volume turned up 
and suspense dialled down to tolerable. 

Creature design melds cartoonish and grotesque elements 
with staccato bursts of sound created when the beasts 
rapidly clack their jaws before they coalesce into a giant 
wheel and roll en masse after fugitive prey. A creepy 
centrepiece involving one digitally rendered interloper relies 
too heavily on crazy good fortune to withstand scrutiny. 

Nicolas Cage's performances are usually the craziest 
element on screen but in Arcadian, the Oscar winner is 
surprisingly understated as a father willing to sacrifice 
everything. He allows young co-stars Jaeden Martell and 
Maxwell Jenkins to shine, although the script lumbers them 
with occasionally clunky dialogue.

- and adored - the world 
over, is the top-selling non-fiction 
author in UK history, has a TV 
career spanning a quarter of a 
century and somehow, always 
seems to be so normal. 

Maybe it's his enormous 
brood of kids. Jamie and his 
wife Jools have five children, 
aged between seven and 22, 
which must surely keep him on 
his toes. Or maybe it's the fact 
that hes neurodiverse. 

Jamie, 49, is back in the 
limelight with his latest 
childrens book, Billy And The 
Epic Escape - the sequel to his 
debut, Billy And The Giant 
Adventure. And as he promotes 
the adventures of his hero 
character Billy and his mates, hes 
also talking openly about his own 
struggles growing up. 

As a child with severe dyslexia, 
Jamie found school incredibly 
difficult and describes words as “his 
enemy’. He also has ADHD. And at a 
time when there are so many 
children on excruciatingly long 
waiting lists, desperate to be 
diagnosed, hes able to connect with 
both parents and kids. He 
acknowledges, too, that neurodiver- 
sity can make kids picky eaters. 

He also knows that being a 
successful author is an incredible 
feat for a man who looks at a page 
and sees the words jump around. 
But he knows that being 
neurodiverse has made him - and 
kept him - who he is today. 

"Conventional writing has never 
worked for me; says Jamie, noting he

uses dictation as his weapon to 
visually tell a story. 

Cookery books have always been 
treated a bit like a Haynes manual - 
like a ‘how to or step by step. So, that's 
not really writing. This is. Even though 
its a kids book, it’s still real writing. 
So, I had to find my confidence? 

Theres an important message 
about confidence within the book, 
something Jamie struggled with. 

“I think confidence, worry and 
anxiety are all part of a cauldron of 
different emotions that challenge us; 
he says, honestly. 

“And I think that they can present 
themselves when youre young, as 
things that hold you back. But at the 
same time, as you get older, [they 
provide] a tension that makes you do 
your best work. 

“Lifes not supposed to be 
linear or easy. I want my kids to 
struggle as much as possible, in 


a safe and controlled way. If it's 
too easy, it's really vanilla’ 

Jamie talks in an open way, those 
famous blue eyes still twinkling, and 
is unafraid ofa challenge. He chats 
gratefully about having the 
opportunity to work at the weekend 
when he was young, in his family's 
Clavering home and pub, The 
Cricketers, which is now a hotel. 

"Cooking - 100 per cent - saved 
me. Because, while everything was 
going very badly at school, at the 
weekend I was able to be someone. 
Cooking was normalised, earning 
£1.20 an hour was normalised and 
getting paid because I did whatI 
promised was normalised. So, I had 
my confidence building on one side, 
and dare I say it, slightly diminished 
on the other. 

"I had such resentment towards 
the written word, and traditional 
learning. And I've got rid of that now.

“I guess what I'm trying to say, is 
book two was not a chore. It was 
beyond exciting.

"And probably without knowing it 
too much, it was therapy.

Jamie is now able to trust in his 
own unique process of getting those 
words down. Having grown up being

You know, the cricket 
club, the bowls club, the tennis club, 
rich city boys, drinking single malts 
and smoking expensive cigars with 
an E-Type Jag out the back... pubs are 


really special places. 

"And that was my school, really. 
Teenage Jamie was in love with 
people, optimistic for life and 
learning how to be glass half-full. 
And I don't mean it in a romantic or 
sugary way. 

“But when you live in a pub, and 
when you are interacting with the 
public, you see the best and worst of 
the community, but mainly the best. 

“Every day, you go down for 
service, even as a kid. Dad was going 
down for 12 to three, then six to 
11pm. It's like theatre. And no matter 
what, youve got to brush yourself 
down and go for it. 

"Even today, I say to my girls - 
youve got to brush your teeth, look 
in the mirror, and decide it's going to 
be a positive day, decide to be glass 
half-full. 

“And I know it's easier said than 
done. But also, if you do try, and if 
you do have that intention, it's about 
being glass half-full most of the time, 
and hopefully having friends around 
you that will catch you on the not so 
good days: 

Jamie really does come to life when 
he talks about that pub. 

Which is no surprise, as that's still 
the lifelong dream. 

“When I left the pub and went to 
London at 16, my dream was to 
come back. And even now, with 
everything that I've done, my 
dream, sincerely, is to retire and 
open a pub!" 

He bursts into laughter as he 
reiterates how happy he is, but with 
the big 5-0 approaching, maybe 
Jamie Oliver's next big thing will take 
him very much back to his roots. 

"Iove my life. And I love my team. 
And I love the work that I have the 
opportunity to do; he says. 

"But I still havent fulfilled my 
career goal, which was to open a 
beautiful pub, and do my version of 
what I grew up in?

UILDING more homes was one of 

the central features of the 

Conservative Party's election 

manifesto this week and its 

emphasis on using brownfield sites 

in preference to the greenbelt 
surrounding our towns and cities is likely 
to be welcomed by most people. 

An Ipsos survey last summer revealed 
that 60 per cent of people in the UK are in 
favour of retaining the current greenbelt 
rules, although some industry experts say 
there are not enough brownfield sites to 
build the 320,000 homes a year promised. 

“The UK is in urgent need of solutions 
to address the housing shortages and 
developing brownfield sites could be an 
effective piece to the puzzle,” says Terry 
Woodley, managing director of 
development finance at retail and 
commercial bank Shawbrook. “However, 
it is not the sole solution and it can come 
with its challenges. 

“Though our research shows that 77 per 
cent of developers agree that location is 
still the biggest driver of property sales, 
and brownfield sites allow for attractive 
urban living options, the sites can often 
pose a unique set of challenges and may 
not be as attractive to developers 
compared to other options.” 

Building on brownfield sites can be 
expensive because of possible clean-up 
costs of former industrial land and dealing 
with any protected wildlife there. 

However, derelict buildings can often 
become an eyesore, as was the case at 
Station Fields, brownfield land at Tanfield 
Lea in County Durham, nine miles

south-west of Newcastle. More than 140 
homes are being built on the former site 
of an Ever Ready battery factory, which 
employed 1,000 people at its peak in 

the 1970s but was closed in 1996. 
Buildings fell into disrepair over the years 
and there was a major fire on the site 

in 2002. 

Story Homes is now working with Miller 
Homes North East to build two, three, four 
and five-bedroom homes there, with eight 
two-bedroom affordable houses. 

More than £286,000 will be spent on 
the area including £140,000 towards a bus 
service and bus infrastructure, £60,000 to 
create a cycleway and footpath plus 
£86,400 towards sports facilities. 

The open-plan houses will have energy- 
saving features such as solar panels, as 
well as bin collection points to aid 
recycling, visitor parking bays and a 
sustainable drainage system to help filter 
run off from heavy rainfall. 

Although no prices have been published 
yet it is possible to register an interest at 
millerhomes.co.uk and the company has a 
Make It Your Own policy so buyers can 
choose tiles, worktops and more using its 
online visualiser. 

Miller Homes is just one of several 
developers building on the former factory 
site in Tanfield — once a mining village near 
Stanley — with one of the oldest churches 
in the area, St Margaret's, built by monks 
in 900AD. 

Yesterday's Labour manifesto also 
pledged to focus on brownfield building, 
but if elected the party would create a 
greybelt category, described as ugly places 
such as old car parks and wasteland on 
greenbelt land, which could provide sites 
for new homes.

THE expectation levels have never 
been higher. 

And this summer it is with good 
reason because England go to Euro 
2024 with a star-studded squad 

ready to win the trophy. 

Gareth Southgate's men go into 
the tournament on the back of 
just one win in their past five 
games, while a defeat by Iceland 

at Wembley in their final warm-up 
friendly last Friday was hardly the 
ideal send-off. 

But captain Harry Kane has urged 
the nation to judge the team on their 
tournament record - and that is why 
England fans should believe. 

The Three Lions reached the 
semi-finals of the 2018 World Cup, 
the final of Euro 2020 and the 
quarter-finals in Qatar in 2022. 

They have the players to take 
them even further because, in Jude 
Bellingham, they have arguably the 
best player in the world right now. 

The 20-year-old midfielder has 
been sensational for Real Madrid 
this season, helping them to win the 
Champions League and La Liga in his 
first year in Spain. 

Bellingham now stands even taller 
in England's line-up and brings a 
stature, class and quality which can 
deliver the men's team their first 
major trophy since 1966. 

Phil Foden was the standout 
player in the Premier League in 
2023-24 and was the driving force 
behind Manchester City's fourth 
successive title. 

Kane is the best striker in Europe 
and, despite Bayern Munich's 
disappointing season, the England 
star has been prolific and proved he 
can deliver on the biggest stage. 

Declan Rice has also enjoyed a 
memorable first campaign at Arsenal 
after his £105million move from 
West Ham. England have quality all 
over the pitch. 

Manager Southgate knows this 
could be his last chance with this 

group of players and, despite 
injuries, they have a 26-man squad 
to compete with the best. 

France, Germany and Portugal 
will all fancy their chances - but

IT could be any number of reasons 
but whatever it is, 14 years and 
three months after his Germany 
debut, the fire still burns within 
Thomas Muller. 

Maybe it is a desire to surpass 
Lothar Matthaus as Germany's 
all-time highest appearance-maker. 

Or it could be that he wants to 
add a European Championship medal 
to his World Cup one and complete 
the set. 

Perhaps it is making up for lost 
time after former manager Joachim 
Low, below, refused to pick him for 
two years. 

In truth, it is most likely 
all of the above added 
to a simple hunger to 
pull on his national 
shirt, the way he 
did as a child when 
he was a fan. Even 
now, at 34, he still 
wants to improve. 

Muller said: “I've 
always gotten positive 
feedback about my outlook. 

“I'm not faking it - | want 
to have fun. 

"That being said, it's about 
working, winning and 
improving as well as finding 
time to relax and having fun 
while playing. You don't go the 
extra mile because someone 
tells you to, rather because 
you feel like it. 

"My job isn't to entertain 
because you don't get very far 
doing just that. It's a case of 
helping players to integrate so 
everyone can bring their 
A-game." 

Muller's first cap came on 
March 3, 2010 in Munich in a 
friendly against Argentina. He 
started and was replaced in 
the second half by fellow 
debutant Toni Kroos. Not a 
bad debut double. 

Now, with Kroos set to 
retire after the tournament, 
Muller is looking forward to 
one last fling for the duo on 
home turf, even if he is not 
ready to finish just yet. 

Muller said: "We've still got a 
month and a half to go. We know 
each other very well, both on and 
off the pitch. We played for the 
Under-19s together. 

“We're two players who are all 
about football - our lives revolve 
around football. | can sense how 
he plays the game and how he 
handles himself. 

"|'m not thinking of stepping 
back yet. I'm fully focused on the 
task ahead of us. We'll see what 
happens after that. 

“It's never a guarantee. I've 
tried to make my feelings clear. 
I'm feeling more and more 
comfortable here. I'm always 
proud and happy to play for the 


national team. I give it my all."

THE parallels with Steven 
Gerrard are striking — and 
the acclaim for his 
distinguished career is 
reserved for those whose 
contribution is at elite level.

Gerrard was born within 10 
miles of Liverpool, where he 
played for 17 seasons. 

Muller has 707 games in the 
bank for his local team. 
Gerrard played 710 for the 
Anfield giants. 

Muller has donned his 
nation's shirt 129 times. 
Gerrard had the Three Lions 
on his chest 114 times during 
his playing career. They even 


had one famous meeting at 
the 2010 World Cup in 
Bloemfontein, where England 
were denied Frank Lampard's 
clear goal before Muller scored 
twice in three minutes in a 4-1 
win that sent Gerrard and his 
team-mates home. 

That was Muller's first year 
of international football. In the 
next few weeks he should pass 
Lukas Podolski — also a scorer 
in Bloemfontein — into third 
place on Germany's all-time 
appearances list behind only 
Lothar Matthaus (150 caps) 
and Miroslav Klose (137). 

That is despite being denied 
plenty more caps in 2019 and 
2020 when coach Joachim 
Low refused to select him. 

As he approaches the back 
end of his career with 12 
Bundesliga titles, six German 
Cups, two Champions Leagues 
and a World Cup winners 
medal, nothing has dimmed his

enthusiasm for playing for his 
country, and he thinks the 
anticipation level is rapidly 
rising in the nation. 

“It’s normal to see people 
going about their business 
wearing Germany kits here,” 
said the forward. 

I 
always used to wear either a 
club shirt or a national team 
kit. There were no two ways 
about it when I was going out. 

“I hope the fans use the 
Euros as an opportunity to feel 
as happy as possible. If the 
national team contribute 
towards that in any way, 
people should get behind us 
and show their gratitude as 
much as possible.
